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In response to the election requirement mailed April 6, 2007, applicant elected Species B and 
amended the claims to have the elected fastening species include the other non-elected species. 
Therefore, for clarification, a further restriction requirement is found below to restrict species 
from within the elected "fastening" species.

The species are independent or distinct because they are all different methods of forming a 
conductive path. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 39, 42, 49 and 52 are generic.
